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POSTAL RECEIPTS 
REACH ALL-TIME 
PEAK LAST YEAR 


Menlo Park postal receipts, the 
generally accepted barometer of 
business conditions in a community, 
soared to an all-time high last year 
of $28,143.26, Postmaster Harry 
Morey announced today. 

At the same time, Mr. Morey re- 
ported that the postoffice depart- 
ment has approved the extension of 
mail delivery service in Menlo Oaks 
and Atherton city routes to two de- 
liveries each day instead of one. AS 
a result of this, some 1,500 or more 
patrons will get improved mail ser- 
vice in the affected districts. 

Because of its marked increase in 
business, the Menlo Park postoffice 
has attained the classification of a 
“high” second class office. It will 
not be advanced to a first class rat- 
ing, however, until annual receipts 
top the $40,000 mark. 

Maintaining the usual increase in 
business manifested in the last six 
years, the postal receipts in 1941 
rose from $26,779.63 the previous 
year; $25,629.85 in 1939; $23,607.18 
in 1938; $21,622.47 in 1937 and a to- 
tal of $19,268.35 in 1936. 

According to Mr, Morey, 90 per 
cent of the receipts are from stamp 
sales. Receipts from money orders, 
postal savings and United States 
bonds are not inchided, nor are 
they considered in the rating of a 
postoffice. 

Including substitutes, the staff of 
the local posteffice now numbers 11, 
in addition to the postmaster. 


There are four regular clerks, one! 


substitute clerk, three regular car- 
riers, one substitute carrier, one 
rural carrier and a special delivery 
messenger.

PREFERRED STOCK RETIRED 

President Giannini further an- 
nounced that on January 2, 1942, 
the preferred stock retirement 
fund will be increased to $4,302,- 
000 by a transfer from undivided 
profits account, and $3,500,000 of 
this fund will be used for the 
purchase and retirement of 70,000 
shares of the bank’s four per cent 
preferred stock. This, with the 
previous retirement of preferred 
stock on January 2, 1941, will 
bring the total retirement of pre- 
ferred stock to 130,000 shares, 
having a total issue price of $6,- 
500,000, or 21.7 per cent of the 
entire outstanding issue. 

ae is a matter of deep satisfac-
